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Executive  Council  Votes 
To  Abolish  Tad'  Dances 


In  action  climaxing  more  than 
a week  of  controversy,  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  acted  Monday 
night  to  eliminate  the  “swim,  jerk, 
and  other  suggestive  dances”  from 
the  Brigham  Young  Universe* 
campus. 

THE  COUNCIL  spent  more  than 
four  hours  in  deliberation  Mon- 
day evening  before  agreeing  upon 
policy  which,  according  to  ASBYU 
President  Bob  Christiansen,  would 
“best  represent  the  feelings  of  the 
whole  council  and  the  students. 

The  policy  statement  reads  as 
follows : 

After  considering  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Social  Activity

If  you  spoke  another  language 
besides  English,  how  would  you 
like  to  make  a world  wide  imper- 
sonation of  one  of  the  General  Au- 
thorities of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints? 

THAT'S  WHAT  Daniel  Cavalhe- 
iro,  Lineu  de  Paula  and  Wilson 
Lima,  three  BYU  students  from 
Brazil  (they  speak  Portuguese), 
did  last  week-end  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Assisting  in  the  world  coverage 
of  the  General  Conference,  they 
translated  the  Saturday  morning 
session  into  Portuguese,  and  then 
recorded  it  for  broadcasting  to 
other  areas  of  the  world. 

THE  SAME  session  was  also 
translated  and  recorded  in  German 
and  Spanish  by  students  from  the 
University  of  Utah  and  residents 
of  Salt  Lake  City.  “It  was  lots  of 
work,”  Wilson  said.  Daniel  and 
Lineu  agreed. 

THEY  EXPLAINED  that  they 
began  translating  Saturday  morn- 
ing at  9:30  and  were  not  through 
recording  until  after  12:30  that 
night. 


Boards  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
Associated  Students  of  Brigham 
Young  University  issues  the  folow- 
ing  policy  concerning  ASBYU 
dance  standards. 

WE  FIRST  quote  verbatim  a 
statement  by  the  First  Presidency 
from  the  September  1965  issue  of 
the  Improvement  Era: 

“Youth,  together  with  their  par- 
ents, their  ward,  stake  and  priest- 
hood leaders,  must  decide  what  is 
of  Church  standard  and  what  is 
not  when  a dance  is  performed. 
Church  standards  prohibit  dancing 
that  is  suggestive  or  sensual  in  any 
way. 

THE  DANCE  should  not  be  a 


"WE  MADE  two  recordings  of 
the  Saturday  morning  session  Dan- 
iel said.  “One  recording  was  made 
on  tape,  to  be  short-waved  through 
WRUjL  radio  in  New  York. 

The  other  recording,  was  made  on 
the  sound  track  of  a video  tape 
coverage  of  the  conference,  to  be 
shipped  to  Brazil  and  shown 
through  TV  stations,”  he  added. 

"IT  GAVE  US  the  feeling  we 
were  doing  something  for  the 
Church,”  they  explained,  “and  we 
gained  a better  picture  of  the 
c hurch  as  a world  wide  organiza- 
tion.” 

Daniel,  Wilson  and  Lineu  have 
been  helping  with  these  special 
broadcasts  since  1963  when  broad- 
casting of  the  General  Conferences 
in  foreign  languages  first  began. 

AT  BYU  DANIEL  is  a junior  in 
Psychology,  Lineu  is  a junior  in 
Communications,  and  Wilson  is  a 
sophomore  in  Languages. 

In  addition  to  their  school  work, 
Daniel,  Lineu  and  Wilson  teach 
Portuguese  at  the  Language  Train- 
ing Mission. 


grotesque  contortion  of  the  body 
such  as  shoulder  or  hip  shaking  or 
excessive  body  jerking. 

As  members  of  the  Church,  it  is 
imperative  that  youth  use  wisdom 
in  establishing  and  adhering  to 
Church  dance  standards,  so  that 
good  taste  in  dance  is  exemplified. 
Fad  dances  should  be  evaluated 
in  terms  of  acceptable  dance  stan- 
dards : 

1.  GOOD  POSTURE  This  is  the 
basis  for  doing  all  things  well  in 
dancing.  If  one  concentrates  on 
good  posture,  most  fad  dances  can 
be  danced  in  a manner  which  will 
meet  LDS  standards. 

2.  DANCE  POSITIONS  When 
dancing,  young  people  should  avoid 
crouching,  slumping  over,  trying  to 
do  a backbend,  or  having  close 
body  contact. 

3.  BODY  MOVEMENTS  Mem- 
bers of  the  Church  should  be  good 
dancers  and  not  contortionists.  Ex- 
treme body  movements  should  be 
avoided,  and  emphasis  should  be 
placed  more  on  styling  and  clever 
foot  work. 

4.  TYPE  OF  MUSIC  The  kind 

of  music  that  is  played  has  a de- 
finite effect  upon  the  actions  of 
those  participating  in  dance.  With 
this  in  mind,  those  who  are  called 
to  serve  on  a dance  committee, 
should  always  review  the  music 
suggested  for  use  during  the 
dance.” 

IN  LIGHT  of  these  standards  we 
advocate  modification  of  dancing 
at  BYU.  We  further  feel  that  all 
students  should  assume  complete 
personal  responsibility  to  see  that 
dancing  at  BYU  conforms  with  this 
statement  by  the  Church  leaders. 

Students  at  BYU  will  be  expected 
to  adhere  to  the  standards  set  for- 
th by  the  First  Presidency  as  well 
as  the  following: 

1.  DANCES  such  as  the  “swim”, 
“jerk”,  and  other  suggestive  fad 
dances  that  cannot  conform  to  the 
above  standard  will  not  be  per- 
mitted at  BYU. 

2.  No  dance  band  will  be  hired  on

Do  We  Listen  Selectively? 


Some  years  ago,  a University  of  Illinois 
professor  tried  an  interesting  experiment. 
He  gave  a class  whose  political  sympathies 
he  knew,  a speech  which  contained  an  equal 
number  of  pro-New  Deal  and  anti-New  Deal 
paragraphs,  then  asked  the  students  whe- 
ther the  speech  was  for  or  against  the  New 
Deal. 

The  Democrats  in  the  class  all  claimed 
the  talk  favored  the  New  Deal,  while  the 
Republicans  vigorously  dissented.  All  of 
which  proved  the  professor’s  point  that  the 
students  had  been  listening  only  to  the 
statements  with  which  they  agreed. 

Is  this  true  of  the  rest  of  us  ? Do  we  all 
listen  selectively?  Take  the  address  made 
not  so  long  ago  to  the  graduating  class  of 
Michigan  State  University.  The  speaker 
said: 

“No  longer  can  global  warfare  be  a suc- 


cessful weapon  of  international  adventure. 
If  you  lose,  you  are  annihilated.  If  you  win, 
you  stand  only  to  lose.  No  longer  does  it  pos- 
sess even  the  chance  of  the  winner  of  a 
duel.  It  contains  now  only  the  germs  of 
double  suicide.”  The  same  speaker  declared 
that  people  of  both  East  and  West  want 
peace,  but  their  leaders  might  bungle  into  a 
war.  And  he  added  that  accelerating  the 
arms  race  may  itself  spark  global  war  of  ex- 
termination. 

How  would  you  evaluate  these  words? 
Do  they  sound  like  the  ravings  of  “fuzzy- 
minded”  pacifists,  the  Committee  for  a Sane 
Nuclear  Policy,  or  one  of  Robert  Welch’s 
“better-Red-than-dead”  Comsymps  ? And 
how  do  you  feel  about  the  ideas  expressed 
after  you  hear  that  the  speaker  was  Gen- 
eral Douglas  MacArthur?

THE  SAME  DAY,  social  vice- 
president  Craig  Collette  announced 
that  electronically  amplified  bands 
were  in  question  and  the  social 
activity  board  cancelled  all  mat 
dances.

THE  COUNCIL,  considered  the 
recommendation  but  voted  to  ban 
all  “fad”  dances  that  could  not 
meet  the  standards  set  by  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  Church.

(Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  third  in 
a series  of  articles  suggesting  tips  for 
all  bowlers  from  beginner  to  ad- 
vanced. 

This  10-part  series,  which  is  being 
rim  weekly  in  the  Universe,  is  designed 
so  that  readers  will  find  each  part  of 
the  series  helpful  and  easy  to  follow.) 

Many  bowlers  continually  ask 
how  to  pick  up  spares. 

AS  A BASIC  rule,  for  spares  on 
the  right,  stand  to  the  left;  for 
spares  on  the  left,  stand  to  the 
right. 

How  often  have  you  seen  a per- 
son try  to  make  a ten  pin  by  roll- 
ing the  ball  down  the  right  side  of 
the  lane?  Actually  they  should 
stand  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
lane  and  angle  the  ball  toward  the 
ten  pin. 

IN  COVERING  spares  on  the 
right,  the  bowlers  should  approach 
this  spare  from  the  left  side  of  the 
lane.  Now,  rather  than  walk 
straight  down  toward  the  foul  line, 
angle  your  feet  and  body  slightly 
toward  the  spare  and  walk  in  your 
approach  toward  it.  Naturally,  the 


shoulders  will  not  be  parallel  to 
the  foul  line  at  this  point. 

Basically  you  walk  toward  the 
spare  you  have  standing.  There  is 
less  chance  of  error  when  you  use 
this  method  of  spare  shooting.

This  year  we  plan  on  putting 
what  we  learned  into  practice,” 
spoke  Head  Coach  Fred  Davis  of 
his  1965  wrestling  charges. 

FIFTY  WRESTLERS  began  a 
series  of  gruelling  workouts  last 
week  in  preparation  for  a tough 
season-opening  match  against  the 
UCLA  Bruins  in  Los  Angeles  Dec. 
2. 

“This  team  has  a good  attitude 
and  a lot  of  enthusiasm.  We  should 
surprise  some  people,”  Davis  add- 
ed. 

DAVIS,  A FORMER  National 
Champion  from  Oklahoma  State 
University,  surprised  many  last 
year  as  his  unheralded  Cougars 
compiled  a 12-1  dual  meet  record. 

A single  loss  to  Utah  was  the 
only  blemish  as  the  Mountain  Cats 
established  themselves  as  a ris- 
ing mat  power  in  the  Intermountain 
West. 

ALTHOUGH  not  attaining  the  ex- 
pectations pinned  onto  them  due  to 
their  fine  dual  meet  record,  Cat 
matmen  placed  higher  in  the  na- 
tional standings  than  any  previous 
Cougar  squad. 

“This  year  we  should  have  more 
depth  and  experience,”  Davis  add- 
ed. Three  of  the  returning  wrestl- 
ers, Mac  Motokawa,  137  lb.  class 
Mike  Young,  147;  and  Dan  Groski, 


167,  went  undefeated  in  dual  meets 
last  year. 

DAROLD  HENRY,  VERL  Miller, 
Monte  Jones,  Dennis  Herendeen, 
and  Ken  Wiley  will  be  other  names 
to  watch  for  in  the  Cougar  lineup, 
although  Young,  Motokawa  and 
Herendeen  will  be  ineligible  when 
the  National  Tournament  rolls 
around. 


Newcomers,  who  could  add 
strength  and  depth  to  the  Cougar 
lineup  are  Luis  Biaz,  National 
Small  College  Tournament  champ 
and  recipient  of  the  Tournament’s 
Outstanding  Wrestler  award;  Joe 
DeCorse;  Richard  Wright,  Oregon 
State  Champ;  Efraim  Escalante; 
Jeff  Batchelor;  and  Dale  Sim- 
monds.
